de looked on as a flight, or neglect, if they did not upon all occafions, by themſelves or their Friends Sollicite the whole Lords 
it their Houſes, lying ſcattered thorow the ſeveral places of the City, _—— thereby to have much promoted their Inte- 
reſt, and payed reſpect to the Lords, who have no _— to, but are troubled with fuch Solicitations, it being their duty 
| ind defign to do Juſtice to all impartially, without reſpe& of perſons : * Notwithſtanding of which Acts and Eadeavours of 
the Lo againſt Solicitations, the ſame have been revived upon pretence of giving Information in the Cauſe : But now 
ſeing written Informations are become ordinary, and that all that ought to be repreſented to the Lords, in any caſe, may eaſi- 
y? and without trouble be done by written Informations, ſent to the Lords by a Servant, which they will heartily accept, 
ind will not fail to peruſe: And finding it unfeaſable to hinder Solicitations, fo long as they admit of Verbal Informati- 
on: Therefore the Lords do Declare, That they will admit of no Solicitation, or verbal Jnfarmation, in any Cauſe de- 
| pending, or that ſhall depend before them, during the Dependence thereof, either by the Parties themſelves, or by any other 
on; And to the end the ſame may be effectual againſt all importunity, I he ſaids Lords Do EnaR, and Declare, that ic 
ſhall be a relevant Reaſon of Declinator, againſt any of the ſaids Lords, ordinary or extraordinary, that they have received, 
or heard any Solicitation, or Verbal Information in the Cauſe during the dependence thereof, but upon the firſt obſerving, 
that the matter offered to be ſpoken to them, did bear, or import any Solicitation, or Verbal Information, in a Cauſe de- 
pending, if they did not uſe all the means they could to ſtop or withdraw to hear any further therebf; or in caſe any Solici- 
tation, or Information in a Cauſe depending, be offered by a Miſſive Letter, if they do not preſent the ſame to the Lords: 
| Likeas the faids Lords Do ſtricly prohibite all Advocats, Clerks, Writers and others, depending on the Colledge of Juitice, 
or their Servants to offer to any of the Lords any Solicitation or Information by VVord or Letter, but only by written Infor- 
nation, Bills, or Tickets for Calling, under the pain of Def rivation, and being ſecluded from the Houſe, excepting the 
Jerk ot the Proceſs, for clearing any Interlocutor or Minute in the Cauſe: Likeas the ſaids Lords Do Declare, That if a- 
| oy party, or others of the Leidges, offer any Solicitation or Information, by Word or Miſſive, that they will amerciat them 
is — viz, Every Nobleman in 300 Merks Scots Money; Every Baron or Knight in 200 merks; every other He- 
| retor, Gentleman, or chief Burgeſs in 100 pounds; and every other perſon in 100 merke, foties quoties, to be applyed for 
the uſe of the poor. It is always hereby Declared, that the verbal Information of any Party, or other perſon for him, when 
| required, or allowed Judicially, or before Auditors, in Dyets appointed for both Parties to be heard, or before the Ordi - 
"| naries upon the Bills, in relation to the paſſing of Bills of Suſpenſion, or Advocation, or before any of the Lords, ta whom 
| either by conſent of Parties, or by appointment, or recommendation of the Lords, an accommodation in any Proceſs is re- 
{4 ferred,is no ways hereby probibited. And to the effect the Leidges may be ſecured againſt any gy on they may ap- 
nd by debarring them from Solicitation, or verbal Information; The Lords do Declare, that there ſhall be free ac- = 
ceſs for all perſons to Inform them by written Informations only, to be delivered. by Servants , and that in all caſes from time 
to time; And for the more ſure delivery of Informations, they ordain that every one of the Lords ſhall have a Servant attend- 
in his Houſe, ſrom five a Clock, tocight a Clock at night, who ſhall be holden to receive any Informations, doubles of 
„or Tickets for Calling, that ſhall be given in without payment of any Money, under ſuch pain or puniſhment
